ITie  "Regency 


rTE  British  constitution,  at  one  with 
its  Dominion  counterparts  in  associ- 
ation with  the  Crown,  has  long  /ilnce 
reached  the  maturity  that  adapts  itself 
to  changing  needs  and  circumstances.  The 
succession  to  the  Throne  is  orderly  and 
established  by  both  statute  and  precedent, 
and  the  .safeguards  that  surround  royal 
prerogatives  have  parliamentary  sanction 
and  affirmation.  It  is  in  keeping  with  this 
tradition  that  the  Queen  has  asked  the 
British  House  of  Commons  to  providi 
that,  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  be  named 
regent  in* the  event  that  a regency  be- 
comes necessary  while  the  young  heir  tn 
the  throne,  Prince  Charles,  is  under  IP 
years  of  age. 

As  matters  stand  the  regent  in  such 
circumstances  be  the  Princess 

Margaret,  and  it  is  no  prejudice  to  the 
capacities  of  this  popular  young  lady  to 
envisage  the  anomaly  of  her  acting  as 
thp  guardian  of  the  child  heir  while  his 
father,  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh,  was  forced 
to  stand  constitutionally  aside.  It  is  to 
correct  the  infelicity  of  this  contingency, 
as  well  as  to  ensure  the  direct  assumption 
of  monarchial  duties  by  the  Queen  s con- 


sort should  occasion  arise,  that  the 
Regency  Act  is  being  changed.  It  is  a 
matter  of  normal  -expectancy  that  the 
Queen  should  continue  to  reign  long  after 
her  son  and  heir  has  reached  the  age  of 
either  accession  or  regency,  hut  as  the 
Queen  herself  points  out  the  uncertainties 
of  human  life  make  it  imperative  that 
thesr  arrangements  he  made. 

In  due  course  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
will  probably  be  titled  Prince  Consort — 
Alliert,  husband  of  Queen  Victoria,  was 
not  so  vested  until  17  years  after  their 
marriage — but  in  the  meantime  this  con- 
stitutional change  ensures  the  active  role 
in  event  of  necessity  of  this  important 
and  distinguished  memher  of  the  royal 
family.  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  will  thus 
visit  Victoria  next  year  with  his  responsi- 
bilities comm  pnsu  rate  .with  the  position 
he  occupies  by  virtue  of  both  his  royal 
station  and  his  personal  merits.  Already 
he  has  proved  himself  to  he  a valuable 
addition  to  the  Commonwealth  monarchial 
institution,  an  individual  well  able  to 
bear  an  increasing  share  of  the  onerous 
duties  falling  inescapably  on  the  Sovereign 
and  the  roval  household.  * 


Student- Aid  Foundation 


CREATION  of  a revolving  student-aid 
fund  at  the  University  of  British 
Columbia  through  the  private  gift  of  a 
Pacific  Coast  industrialist,  who  left 
550,000  in  his  will  for  the  purpose,  is  not 
only  an  act  of  sterling  citizenship  hut  nlsc 
an  enlightened  example  which  could  lend 
to  important  developments  at  Point  Orey. 
The  aim  of  the  bequest  was  to  set  up  a 
fund  out  of  which  loans  to  assist  under- 
graduates and  graduates  could  be  ad- 
vanced at  the  discretion  of  the Jjoard  of 
governors  on  the  understanding  that  such 
advances  were  to  he  repaid.  The  scheme, 
although  slow  In  starting,  could  well  snow- 
ball Into  a practical,  revolving  and  ever- 
growing  student-aid  foundation. 

There  is  no  category  of  citizen  in  Can- 
ada who  more  richly  deserves  such  help, 
and  few  who  would  return  surer  dividends 
from  a lift  at  the  right  time  while  they 
are  working  their  way  through  college. 
The  young  man  or  young  woman  whose 
presence  at  university  involves  special 
sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  individual  or 


family  is  the  serious  student.  Such  young 
people  hove  a steady  purpose  in  putting 
themselves  through  college,  and  the 
records  of  all  Canadian  universities  prove 
abundantly  that  this  training,  so  earned, 
repays  the  investment  not  once  hut  many 
times  over.  A revolving  fund  that  will 
enable  deserving  students  to  borrow  to 
complete  their  studies  is  a gilt-edged  in- 
vestment in  itself. 

While  the  handsome  gift  of  the  late 
Mr.  Ronald  L.  Cliff  to  the  UBC  stands  hv 
itself  at  the  moment,  one  trusts  that  this 
far-sighted  and  unselfish  example  will 
attract  attention  to  the  great  possibilities 
of  a student  foundation  along  such 
practical  lines.  This  is  help  for  students 
on  a basis  they  can  accept  without  loss  of 
prestige  or  pride,  pledging  themselves  to 
earn  the  assistance  by  thtfr  own  efforts. 
It  would  be 'difficult  to  think  of  n more 
fitting  memorial  to  the  past,  or  a more 
practical  push-on-t he- wheel  in  the  lives 
of  the  young  people  when  they  most  need 
that,  individual  ability  is  at  a premium 
in  the  world. 


Canadians  Eat  Less  Meat 


rlE  Commonwealth  Economic  Com- 
mittee. after  looking  into  thp  world's 
meat  consumption,  has  come  up  with 
some  interesting  findings  which  strengthen 
the  widely-held  opinion  that  price  support 
policies  as  practiced  in  this  country  and 
the  United  States  are  economically  un- 
sound. As  meat-enters,  the  people  of  ihr 
two  North  American  nations  are  falling 
farther  and  farther  behind  those  of  the 
other  meat -producing  countries  of  the 
world. 

Summarizing  statistics  for  last  year 
the  Commonwealth  committee  finds  that 
per  capita  consumption  of  meat  was  220 
pounds  in  New  Zealand.  213  pounds  in  the 
Argentine  and  212  pounds  in  Australia. 
All  three  are  Important  meat -producing 
countries.  So  also  arp  Canada  and  the 
United  States,  hut  comparative  figures  of 
domestir  consumption  show  the  decreas- 
ing part  meat  plays  in  the  diet  of  this 
continent.  In  the  United  States  last  year 
the  per  capita  consumption  was  144 
pounds;  in  Canada  123  pounds,  only  44 
pounds  higher  than  that  of  the  United 


-Kingdom  where  meat  was  subject  to 
stringent  rationing  last  year. 

The  rommittee  reports  Increases  in 
domestir  consumption  in  most  of  the 
meat -producing  countries.  In  Canada, 
however,  the  trend  Is  in  the  opposite 
direction.  Compared  with  last  year's  con- 
sumption of  128  pounds  a head,  the  figxwr 
for  1051  and  1050  was  1.34  pounds  and 
for  1049. 138  pounds. 

This  is  a clear  reflection  of  public  re- 
sistence  to  high  prices.  The  roasts  and 
steaks  which  used  to  form  the  l>asis  ol 
the  family  dinner  in  this  country  have  be- 
come a luxury  simply  because  prices  are 
higher  than  consumers  are  willing,  or 
in  many  cases  able,  to  pay.  Thus  Canada 
in  addition  to  pricing  itself  out  of  foreign 
markets  for  meat  is  shrinking  the  domestic 
market  by  maintaining  artificially  high 
prices  which  consumers  have  demon- 
strated they  will  not  tolerate.  The  longer 
this  goes  on  and  the  more  people  become 
accustomed  to  depending  on  substitutes, 
the  harder  it  will  be.  to  restore  that 
market.

Sir.— For  some  years  now  the  cenotaph  has 
been  stripped  by  official  orders,  of  wreaths 
and  bunches  of  flowers.  In  preparation  for 
the  ceremony  on  November  11. 

These  have  been  replaced  ni  the  ceremony 
by  wreaths  of  artificial  popples  some  ap 
parently  quite  veteran*  In  their  own  right,  to 
Judge  by  their  appearance 

The  object  of  the  ceremony  is  to  honor

It  should  be  a Greater  Victoria 
affair.  Keep  it  out  of  City  Hall  politics 
and  theh  the  adjacent  municipalities 
are  likely  to  join  in  wholeheartedly. 

Rome  wasn't  built  In  a day  and 
neither  could  be  such  an  auditorium. 
Suppose  we  set  a two-year  time  limit, 
and  presuppose  a working  commit- 
tee has  been  formed  to  pursue  Die 
project.

The  $500,000  doesn't  have  to  be 
found  to  the  very  last  nickel;  the 
building  could  carry  a mortgage  And 
here  are  a few  suggestions  for  raising 
the  money. 

The  symphony  orchesira  might 
give  a aeries  of  six  popular  concert* 
at  the  arena,  with  the  musician*  do- 
nating their  service*  and  the  arena 
commission  donating  the  arena.  The 
acoustics  there  aren’t  loo  good,  but 
at  50  rents  a head  six  concerts  should 
result  In  a very  substantial  return. 

The  Cougars  hockey  club  might 
stage  a special  benefit  game.  (The 
people  who  need  an  auditorium  are 
also  among  those  who  support  Ice 
hockey.  * 

Half-a-dozen  automobile  maker*  In 
Canada  might  earh  be  Induced  to 
donate  a new  rar  to  hr  raffled  'It 
would  be  good  advertising  and  there 
are  ways  of  raffling  cars  » 

Over  the  next  12-mmith  period  a 
aerie*  of  large  scale  show*,  radio 
contests,  bazaars,  etc.,  could  be  organ- 
ized. A “Give  • a - Dime"  fund  could 
be  launched.  Baby  bonds  could  be 
floated.  A voluntary  subscription  list 
could  be  opened  Special  tastefully* 
designed  auditorium  lapel  pins  could 
be  sold— and  it  could  become  a bodge 
of  honor  to  wear  one 


The  list  of  such  promotion*  is 
limited  only  by  the  imagination. 

Once  a sizeable  sum  has  been 
raised,  nay  About  $150,000,  all  four 
municipal  government*  and  the  pro- 
vincial government  could  be  ap- 
proached for  assistance;  they  would 
find  it  difficult  In  face  of  proved 
popular  support  tn  refuse  to  help. 

Now  some  of  these  Ideas  may  be 
fanciful,  but  they  illustrate  the  KIND 
of  enterprise  that  might  be  shown  tf 
the  groups  mainly  concerned  got  to- 
gether and  really*  put  their  minds  and 
hearts  to  the  project. 

An  auditorium  won't  be  built  by 
wishful  thinking,  nor  yet  by  wailing 
for  City  Hall  sponsorship.  See  what 
tho  curler*  did  when  they  wanted  a 
rink!  They  rolled  up  their  sleeves 
and  went  to  w'ork. 

What  they  could  do  the  music, 
drama,  art  and  related  group*  could 
do  also.  And  once  they  got  this  bee 
thoroughly  In  their  bonnet  I think 
the  reM  of  the  community  would 
Join  In  and  back  them  to  auccesa. 

We  need  an  auditorium  badly.  Lot 
u*  wait  no  longer  Lets  get  goiofo. 
Half  the  difficulties  will  diaappear 
If  we  really  make  up  our  mind*  that 
we  are  going  to  HAVE  an  auditorium. 


Reports  from  Ottawa 


THE  measure  of  the  resentment 
here  over  American  refusal  to 
let  Mexico-bound  planes  of-Trana- 
Canada  Air  Line*  debark  passengers 
at  Tampa,  Fla.,  la  a “show  cause"  or- 
-der  which  the  Air  Transport  Board 
immediately  issued  agjjmsi  Pan- 
American  Airways. 

The  United  States  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Board  ruled  that  TCA.  which 
already  operates  to  Mexico  and  Nas- 
sau with  a slop  at  Tampa  to  drop 
passenger*,  could  not  run  a similar 
service  to  Mexico  with  traffic  atop* 
at  Tampa.  TCA  would  have  to  carry 
all  Its  passenger*  destined  for  Mexico 
In  another  plane  originating  in  Can- 
ada. Since  TCA  calculated  it  would 
Jose  money  on  xueh  an  operation  H 
cancelled  Its  Mexico  service  the  day 
before  it  was  to  have  started. 

Pan- Am  Is  licensed  by  the  ATB 
to  carry  passenger*  from  Seattle  to 
Whitehorse  and  from  Fairbanks. 
Alaska,  to  Whitehorse  -but  not  be- 
tween Seattle  and  Fairbanks  with  a 
traffic  stop  at  Whitehorse.  As  a re- 
sult of  the  ATB  show-cause  order, 
Pan  Am  will  now  have  to  explain  to 
the  board  why  It  should  be  permitted 
to  continue  carrying  through  passen- 
ger*. 

If  the  ATB  had  wanted  tn  act  as 
arbitrarily  as  the  C.A  B did  in  the 
TCA  case.  It  could  have  halted  Pan- 
Am  s operations  overnight.  Instead 
ATB  chairman  John  Baldwin  gave 
Pan  Am  two  months  In  which  to  file 
Its  show-cause  submission.  Then  the 
ATB  wtll  consider  Pan  Am  * position 
In  the  light  of  new  and  stricter  inter 
p retatiSn  of  the  1949  CanndianAmeri- 
»an  air  agreement  wfrtrh  the  CAB. 
applied  in  the  case  of  T«  'A. 


Pan-Am’s  license  isn't  the  only  one 
under  study.  The  ATB  1k  reviewing 
the  licenses  and  operation*  of  a dozen 
U.S.  airlines  running  Into  Canada  in 
light  of  the  CA  B.  ruling.  But  *o  far 
the  show  cause  order  and  the  general 
license  review  merely  point  to  the 
possibility  of  retaliation  against  the 
C A B.  It’*  still  possible  the  ATB  may 
decide  If  Is  In  Canada’*  interest  to 
adhere  to  n more  liheral  interpreta- 


tion of  the  1949  agreement  than  the 
C.A  B has.

There's  been  no  satisfactory  ex- 
planation of  how  TCA  and  the  ATB 
were  caught  with  their  pan!*  down  by 
the  C.A  B.  ruling.  Both  were  made 
to  appear  rather  silly,  and  their  em- 
barrassment only  heightens  thetr  re- 
sentment. 

The  U-S.  embassy  here  says  it’s 
been  i.’A  H policy  for  10  year*  not 
to  grant  the  kind  of  rights  TCA 
wanted,  lest  it  prejudice  U.S.  efforts 
to  get  full  air  right*  for  Us  airlines 
In  foreign  countries. 

The  explanation  is  very  thin.  ATB 
source*  say  they  never  heard  nf  such 
a policy.  President  Gordon  McGregor 
of  TCA  told  me  that  he  had  so  little 
suspicion  of  C.A  R objections  to  tin* 
Mexico  route  that  he  didn't  even  ask 
for  C.A.B  permission.  He  merely 
filed  notice  of  TCA'*  Intentions  with 
C A B.  seven  weeks  ago,  and  when 
he  heard  nothing  from  the  board, 
he  went  ahead  with  hi*  plans  on  the 
assumption  that  C A B.  had  no  oK 
Jections. 

TCA  could  still  over  fly  the  ITS 
to  gel  to  Mexico,  hut  that  wouldn't 
he  economically  feasible  until  traffic 
prospect*  improved  considerably  over 
what  they  are  right  now.

ORDERS  have  recently  been 
placed  by  a number  of  British 
and  Norwegian  members  of  the  whal- 
ing industry  for  Westland  S-55  hell- 
copter*  an  indication  of  the  Increas- 
ing use  of  helicopters  for  whale- 
catching  operation*.  Experts  believe 
that  the  whaling  factory  ship  fitted 
with  a turntable  flight  deck  for  Hie 
helia>ptcr  will  soon  hr  standard  equip- 
ment on  most  Antarctic  whale-hunt*. 

The  large  S55  is  replacing  the  Sal 
(which  did  much  of  the  pioneer  fly- 
ing with  whaling  expedition*)  be- 
cause It  has  more  range  and  room  for 
extra  fuel  tanks  and  radio. 

A whaling  expedition  usually  con- 
sists of  the  factory  ship  (commanded 
by  the  manager  of  the  expedition! 
and  a dozen’ or  more  catcher  boats 
which  hunt  in  a wide  arr  round  the 
factory  ship,  rovering  some  .Vt-lhO 
mile-,  ahead  nf  It.  When  a whale  Is 
sighted,  the  catcher  boat’a  crew  kill 
It,  Inflnu-  It  with  compressed  air.  and 
tow  it  barn  to  the  factory  ship  for 
processing. 

With  the  helicopter  now  stationed 
on  the  factory,  and  flying  off  from  a 
small  turntable  dhek  fitted  to  its 
stern,  the  area  of  search  can.be  very 
much  extended.  The  helicopter  ranges 
well  beyond  the  catcher  ships,  radios 
them  directions  to  their  target,  and 
searches  for  "/lagged”  whale*  — 
whale*  which  Jiave  been  caught  but 
not  killed.

It«ha*  been  estimated 
that  a helicopter  with  -an  endurance 
of  nine  hours,  flying  30/1-500  feet 
above  the  «ea.  could  survey*  an  *re» 
of  13.500  square  mile*  during  one 
flight,  a*  against  a catcher  vessels 
20  hour*  to  cover  a third  of  this  area.
